Higbest Price Ever VM on Any Mar- 
ket For • Basket of Tekaeeo Was 
Glm at tke Ukeitjr Bease 
Testeriay. 

The record breaking price for lliia 
and all other marketa for a bnskct of 
tobacco was given yesterday in this 
city, when a basket of the weed sold 
at the stupendous price of fl-OB per 
pound. The basket was sold at the 
Liberty House. A basld't sold at the 
Orowers House for 99 cenia per \>onnA, 
which Is remarkable. These prirex 
break all records for tobacco ever 
sold, and we are informed that it Is a 
world's record. 

Five houses reported sales, the 
Growers, Farmers and I'lanters, I'eo- 
ples and Liberty, 604,830 pounds of the 
wood being disposed of at an average 
of 118.63. The dally average Is in- 
creasing steadily and there Is every in- 
dication It will reach the ISO mark 
next week.

New York, January 24— To give 
Stqck Bxchsnge brokers time to pro- 
duce records o( the dealings of their 
customers during the time the Inter- 
natioiial peace situution wu» u I'liclor 
ill the stock market, the Uules Com- 
mittee of the House suspended today 
Its "leak" Inquiry and returned to 
Washington, fhey will come back 
next Tuesday, by which timo it is ex- 
pected the brokers' accounts will have 
iirrn examined by tbe committee's ex- 
purts. 

Tlie committee expects to learn 
from tbe accounts wbo were tbe big 
operators In the market Just prior to 

the piil)ii(atiori of the I'li'sldriit's 
peace Hole aiui will then Huinmoii 
these indhiiUmlH to find out if they 
had any advance information on the 
note, andi,l( so, where they got it. 

Tbo adjournment came after the 
committee had been informed by 
Chairman Samuel F. Streit. of tin 
Stock l^xchnnne t'learint; lloiiRe Coin- 
ivitlee. that it would be physleally im- 
possible for the 600 or so brokerage 
houses belonging to the Exchange to 
produce tbe desired data within two 
weeks or a month. This was In con- 
fllet with an earlier Btateiii;nl hy 
President H. G. S. N'ohle, cf the Kx- 
cliangc, who thought the lir>!t ir- 
sponses might come within a day or 
j two. The committee went into exe- 
cutive session on the subject with 
I Messrs. Strcit and Noble and Its ex- 
I pertR. The result was that t!ie oinn- 
; nilltee submitted to the noaid of (iov- 
ernors of the Exchange a suppleinen- 
: lal request to be transmitted to the 
I brokers which was expected not only 
; t.) simplify the bookkeeplni; task of 
liirnlshiu!; the desired data, but also 
to iirovide for concealment of the 
i names of customers, whom the com- 
mittee And not to be involved In the 
inquiry. 

Already the committee's experts 

have the Stock Exchange rienrinK 
House sheets under examination and 
hinc a list of hrokerane lioiisi's wliicli 
sold stock heavily just prior to the 
publication of the note. One of the 
documents showing net sales on De- 
cember 13 of 15,600 shares of T'nited 
States Steel by an unnamed (Inn w as 
subinltted to the committee in its imli- 
lic session today. It was broufiht out 
that this did not indicate necessarily 
that the sales were for the short side 
of the account, but furnished a clew. 
The exact nature ot the sales the ex- 
perts could And ont hjr esamintaig the 
firm's books. 

As was the case yesterday, the com- 
mittee's counsel in examining wit- 
nesses today pounded- away at the 
"short" sale feature ot stock market 
spculation. It seemed to be Mr. Whip- 
ple's purpose to show that the oppor- 
tunity of the public to make profits 
against pools organized to ojieiate on 
the "short" side were slim.
